JAPAN AND RUSSIA, ~.- 
Baron Komura on. the Negotia- 
tions. ' 


On the 8th ingt., Baron Komura, the Bfi- = 


nister for Foreign Affairs, convened a mect- 
ing at his official residence of tho represanta- 
tives of all newspapersand news aguncios in 
Tokyo, and in an address gave the following 
Particulars of tho oourea of the negotiations 
between Japan and Russia, ; 

Tt being essontial, said the Miniater, for 
the peace and security, of the Empire to 
maintain the independence and the integrity 

-| of the territory of Korea, and protect the 
grent interests of the Empire in’ the 
peninsula, the Imperial Government cannot 


overlook in-ailence the action of any ather. 


country. which would mako the position of,’ 
| Korea insecure, Runsia, despite her agres- 

ment with China and the asaurances givento 
the Powers, still continues-in the ocoupa~ 
tion of Manchuria, and baa: even resorted 
to aggressive uction on. the frontier of 
Koren, If Manchuria be loft in ita preaont 
Position as an annexe of Russia, the main- 
tenance of Korea's independence. is out of 
the qqueation, Tho Intperial Government, 
thoreforo, at the outsot’ desired without 
delay to make friendly arrangomonts with 
Russia in regard to the mutual interests of 
Russia ond Japon in Manchuria and Korea 
chore tha intereats of tho two countries 
come intw direst contuct-—with a: view to 
maintaining tho permanont peace of the 
Orient. : 

With this in view the Imperial Govern. 
ment in July last Sommunicated with the 
Russian Government, inviting ite support 
of this policy, and the Russian Government 
announced. ite willingness to endorse the 
proposal to enter upon negotiations for a 
sattlemont, On the 12th August last’ the 
Tmporial Government, through Mr Kurino, 
the. Jupaneso Minister at St, Petoraburg,. 
communicated the following ag the basis of 
the negotiations :— 

(1) That an agroement be made he. 
tween Japan “and Russia to respect tho 
independence and the tortitorial in 
of China and Korea, 

(2) That att agroemont be mide between 
Japan and Russia to observe the principle 
of the equal opportunity of all Powers for 
tho extonsion of their commerce and induse 
try in China and Korea, ; 

(3) Thet Russia should acknowledge the 
Supremacy of the interest of Japan in Ko- 
rea, and that Japan should acknowledge the 
special intereste of Russia in connection 
with her railway undertsking'in Mancha. 
tia, each ucknowledging. that either party, * 
was entitled to take tho steps deamed ne. 
ovssary, without prejudice tu the principle 
of the firas clanse, for the protection of the 
interests mentioned, 

(4) That Russia should recognise: Jae 
.pan’s right to advise Korea in the interest 
of good govetrment and administration. 

(6) ‘That Russia, in case the Japanese,

All that time, said Baron Komara, the

however, absolutely ‘declined thia pto- 
posal, putting forward as-an excuse the 
tour abrond of the Tsar and other rensens,.

On’tho 3rd October, after a long deiay,. 
tho Russian Governmont made‘ counter- 
proposals to those I have sot forth as 
offered. by Japan. The Russian Govorn. 
ment refused to givo. on undertaking. 
tespecting the sovereignty, of China (in 
Manchuria) and the territorial integrity: 
of Chinn, and ulso declited: to recognise: 
the principle , of equal opportunities to all- 
Powors in China in the matter of commerce 
and industry.’ Russia demanded that Mon-. 
churia and its coast should be -entiroly” 
excluded’ from the sphere of Japsnes® 
interest, and furthermore proposed to place 
restrictions un Japan's. actiong’in : Korea. 
For instance, Russia propcsed to acknow- 
ledge tha right of Japan to send troops into

After the Government had 
several times pressed Russia for her decision 
on. the matter, a reply, aftor long delay, 
was received on the 11th December.

inwisting on ber demand that Japan should j 
bind herself not to uso any part of Korea 
for atrategioal purposes, She also preased 
for the formation of a neutral zone in 
Korea as originally pre o8od, 

The exclusion of Manchuria from the 
subject of the negotiations, aq denired by 
Ttussia, waa of cours quite inconelatent 
with the principle and policy of the Imperial 
Government, and ‘with the spirit in which 
Japan entered upon the negotiations—her 
aspirations being to make friendly arrange. 
inents in regard to the intoresta of both 
Powers in Manehurin and Kores, and to 
remove those causes which might generate 
smisundorstandings in the future, The Im- 
petal Government on the 21st Decomber 

st requested Ruasia to reconsider her pro- 
posal, ond once more pointed out that 
tho restriction Russia proposed to put on 
Japon regarding the territory of Korea must 
po withdrawn if negotiationa were to con- 
tinue. The Japanese Government euggest- 
ed that the proposal to form n neutral zone 
bo altogether struck out, if Ruasia did not 
agree to the zone proposed by Japan. 

The roply to this Note came on the 6th 
Januuary, and in it Russia insisted that 
tho creation of a neutral zone in Korea 
and the restrictions upon Japan in 
Korean territory shoul! stand as_ first 
proposed by Russia. On this condition 
Stussin agreed to include in tho agreement 
a rocognition of the rights and special pri- 
vileges (exclusive of foreign sottlements) 
acquired by Japan and other Powors in 
Manchuria by treaty with China. Nathing 
was said reqarding the integrity of Chinese 
territory. An »ssuranca given without an 


agreement for the integrity of territory th | 


practically of 10 value, because treaty | 
righta would vanish together with Ids of | 
soveroimty. Tf Ttussian annoxes Man- 
churia, ml the rights and priviloges 
obtained by other Powers by virtue of 
treaties with China would necessarily 
disappenr with the loss of Chinese 
sovervignty. ‘The Imperial Governmént 
deomed it necessary therefore to induce 
Russia by all means to agree to respect the 
territorial integrity of China. It was clear 
that tho restrictivn put on the formation (in 
Manchurir) of foreign rettlements is in con- 
thot with the Treaty af Commerce sud Na- 
vigation signed between Japan and China, 
and the Urmperial Government therefore 
struck out the clause proposed. As to the 
question of Korea, Japan's demand form. 
ed an irreducible minimum, The Imperial 
Gavernment decided to atand firmly on the 
position tiken ap. On the 13th January 
Russia was once more requerted to reeon- 
sider her proposals, Since then a reply has 
heen repeatedly asked for. Russia, how- 
ever, Not only has not replied, but did not 
even appoint a date for reply, 
The Imporial Government has always 
endeavoured td observe principles of justice 
and impartiality, and in the wexotiations 
with Russia made no demands of an ex- 
tortiouate nature, merely requesting the 
Rusaian Gavernment to acknuwledgo a 
principle it has repeatedly and voluntarily 


proclaimed, Yet the Russian Government | 7 


absolutely declined the reyuest uf the Ta- 
porial Government, nnd, mhoreover, unduly 
delayed to reply, st the samo timestrenuour: 
ly pushing forward ber preparations for war 
up land and sea, and placing at the Ko ress 
frontier a grent force of temps. The 
Tmperinl Governinent. is sincerely desires 
of tuainiaiping peace, and haw so fur shown 
the utmost patience, but Russia's action 
fas at Inst compelled the Imperial Govern- 
ment lo abandon the bopa of any amicable 
solution af the question, to break off 
negotiations, and to break off diplomatic 
“yolations.
